Sub: Constitution of a Committee for Fixation of Land value through Negotiations for the 
lands to be required for KSHIP-II Project. 

Read: KSHIP letter No. PIU:KSHIP:LAQI:2008-09/1432 Dated 25-10-2008. 

Preamble: 

The lands required for implementation of Karnataka State Highway Improvement Project 
(KSHIP-I) was acquired as per the Land Acquisition Act 1894 through the concerned Deputy 
Commissioners and Assistant Commissioners. For KSHIP-II project Government has decided to upgrade 
584 kms. Of roads in 1 st phase under the world Bank Assistance and the Lands will be acquired as per 
Karnataka State Highway Act 1964, by creating two posts of Assistant Commissioners for LAQ purpose. 

The word Bank Teach which visited Bangalore on 17-03-2008 held detailed discussions with the 
senior officers of the PIU regarding the acquisition of land through Karnataka State Highways Act 1964. 
The world Bank Team has no objection to the land acquisition through Karnataka State Highways Act 
1964 and also suggested to fix the land value Keeping in view the sale statistics and guidance value fixed 
by the Government through negotiations with the land owners. For this purpose they have also suggested 
to constitue a Committee for fixation of land value. 

For fixing the land value through negotiations, the procedures followed by different 
departments/institutions in Karnataka State are as follows: 

i) The lands are acquired for National Highway through the Natioinal Highways Act 1956 and 
the Land value is fixed on the basis of the sale statistics and the guidance value fixed by the 
Government. Thereafter award will be passed. If the additional land required for National 
Highway. The concerned Land Acquisition officer will directly negotiate with the land owners 
for purchase of land on the basis of the prevailing market price and the sales statstics 
obtained from the sub Registras and fix the land Value. 

ii) In KIADB the lands are acquired throug the Karnataka Industrial Are Development Act 1966. 
The Concered Deputy Commissioners of the District who is the Chairman of the Price 
Fixation Committee will call a meeting of land owners and concerned officers and negotiate 
with the land owners on the basis of the market value as well as particulars of sales statistics 
obtained from Sub-Registrars and fix the land value. 

iii) Normally the Concerned Deputy Commissioners will be the Chairman of the Price Fixation 
Committee. Since the Deputy Commissioners would be busy in district administration, it is 
difficult for them to attend the Price Fixation Committee meetings. Therefore the world Bank 
Team has suggested to Constitue a price Fixation Committee and an Appellate authority. 
Therefore after examining all these aspects the Government has decided to constitute of 
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Committee for Fixation of land value through negotiations for the Lands to be acquired for 
KSHIP-II Project.
